Baker III met in Potsdam with East 
German Premier Hans Modrow and 
told him of U.S. support for the re- 
forms taking place there. 

East Germany’s Communist Party 
newspaper conceded that a botched 
brand of socialism has degraded living 
conditions, but said those times are 
past and anew “democratic socialism” 
is in the making.

Thatcher defends return 
of Vietnamese refugees

LONDON — Britain on Tuesday 
| defended its first forced repatriation 
iof 51 Vietnamese from Hong Kong 
iand challenged countries that 
| protested to open their doors instead. 

The United States urged Britain to 
‘halt mandatory repatriation. Presi- 
idential spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
i said it was “unacceptable until condi- 
(. tions improve in Vietnam.” 

Foreign Secretary Douglas Hurd 
k said there would be no more forced 
| repatriations until a House of Com- 
i mons debate on Dec. 19, although he 
i said Britain still plans to deport 
| 44,000 Vietnamese from its colony. 

_ “Unless it is clear to people in Viet- 

‘nam that those who do not qualify as 
: refugees will be returned to Vietnam, 
ii Hong Kong faces the prospect of tens 
(of thousands more arrivals in 1990. 
| This is simply not an acceptable 
t prospect,” he said. 

__ The United States, Canada and the 
. international human rights organiza- 
t tion Amnesty International had ap- 
| pealed to Britain to halt the repatria- 
' tion. 

But Hong Kong security forces 
i went ahead, rousting 51 Vietnamese 
! men, women and children from their 
| beds before dawn Tuesday and put 
| them on a chartered jet to Hanoi. 
' Vietnam accepted them but criticized 
| the action. 

“This conjures up every picture I 
| have in my mind of World War II 
concentration camps,” said Rep. Chet 
Atkins, D-Mass., in Washington. 
“How can the British forget history’s 
most agonizing lesson and repeat so 
many of its horrors?” 

Hong Kong houses about 57,000 
‘ Vietnamese boat people, more than 
90 percent from North Vietnam, in 
squalid camps rife with violence and 
malnutrition. 

There were fears that the first 


forced repatriations might touch off 


protests, but a Hong Kong govern- 
ment spokesman said Tuesday night 
that the camps were quiet. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
said it was more humane to repatriate 
Vietnamese who cannot prove they 
face political persecution than to keep 


them indefinitely in overcrowded 


camps. 


“Those countries who are protest- C 
ing their return would do far better if 
they offered to take some of them,” § 


she told the House of Commons, amid 
taunts and jeers from the opposition. 


“Those countries which have shown § 


anger about it have not even agreed 
to take any of the 13,000 genuine 
refugees (in Hong Kong) for whom we 
are still seeking a home,” she said. 
British government sources noted 
that the United States was reluctant 
to take refugees from Vietnam. 

U.S. State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher said the United 
States believed Britain should “grant 
asylum to all those persons from Viet- 
nam who seek it.” 

“While we may have differences 
with the British on this action, we 
both agree that conditions inside 
Vietnam are the root cause of the 
problem,” Boucher added. “We hope 
we can work together to deal with 
this.” 

British opposition leader Neil Kin- 
nock accused Mrs. Thatcher of acting 
“tyrannically” and demanded: “What 


excuse have you got for giving in- 
structions that in the middle of the | 
night, armed riot police raid children, | 


women and men, shove them into 
caged lorries (trucks) and forcibly de- 
port them to the country from which 
they fled?” 

Mrs. Thatcher said the interna- 
tional conference on Indochinese 
refugees in June agreed to return 
those not at risk from political perse- 
cution to Vietnam. 
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munist hard-liners lost their last posi- 
tions of power as Parliament formally 
accepted their resignations. The bat- 
tle for president heated up between 
playwright Vaclav Havel and Alexan- 
der Dubcek, 67, the leader of the 1968

— Solidarity leader Lech Walesa 
said Poland’s government should be 
granted special economic powers al- 
lowing it to restructure the economy 
without the approval of Parliament.

The expected number of 1989-90 
college graduates who will be hired is 
down, but their starting salaries are 
up, according to a survey conducted 
by the Career Development and 
Placement Service at Michigan State 
University. 

The survey also showed that the 
best places for graduates to find job 
opportunities are in the Southwest. 

The number of college graduates 
expected to be hired is down 13.3 per- 
cent from last years survey. The em- 
ployers who participated in the sur- 
vey expect to hire 83,623 1989-90 
graduates. Last year, 96,420 college 
graduates were hired. 

Dr. Patrick Scheetz, survey direc- 
tor from Michigan State University, 
cited several factors for the decrease: 
general business conditions, limited 
growth in new business, mergers, ac- 
quisitions and buyouts, reduction in 
staffing needs and downsizing, in- 
creased global competition, and slow 
turnover of current employees. 

Lloyd Hawkins, manager of BY U’s 
placement center, said last year BYU 
had more than 700 visits to the cam- 
pus by employers. He also said that

Hiring decreases are expected in 
banking, finance, elementary and sec- 
ondary school systems and govern- 
ment administration.

Pendleton, who was represented in court by attorney Robert Moody, was 
presented with a copy of the criminal information. 

No preliminary hearing was scheduled during the court, but will be set at a 
time convenient to the defendant and his attorney.

Czech hard-liners officially out of work 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — Old guard Communists lost their last impor- 
tant jobs Tuesday, and the argument over whether Vaclav Havel will crown 
the peaceful revolution by becoming president moved into Parliament. 

The presidential contest is the last round for an opposition that transformed 
Czechoslovakia in three weeks from a rigid Communist state to a society in 
which the party is giving up power for the first time in 41 years. 

Central Prague was plastered with posters for Havel, an often-jailed play- 
wright whose works were banned until the revolution began. About 500 people 
stood outside Parliament, shouting his name as deputies entered. 

Under the constitution, the Parliament has until Dec. 23 to elect a president, 
but some legislators want the choice to be made in a referendum of all citizens. 

After discussions by constitutional lawyers from all parties, Politburo mem- 
ber Vasil Hohorita said it might take up to 60 days for an election to be held, 
whether in Parliament or by referendum. 


Queen Leona Helmsley gets four years 


NEW YORK — Leona Helmsley was sentenced Tuesday to four years in 
prison and fined $1.7 million by a federal judge who ignored her sobbing plea 
for mercy and blamed the hotel queen’s tax evasion on “naked greed.” 

U.S. District Judge John M. Walker Jr. also sentenced Mrs. Helmsley, 69, 
to three years of probation and 750 hours of community service at Hale House, 
a home for infants born addicted to drugs. 

Mrs. Helmsley — said to have boasted to a maid, “We don’t pay taxes. Only 
the little people pay taxes.” — was also ordered to repay nearly $1.7 million in 
back taxes and bear the government’s costs in bringing her to justice. 

He said she shirked a “moral responsibility to uphold the law” that came 
with her position, breaking the law “consciously and repeatedly.” 

Walker allowed Mrs. Helmsley to remain free pending a decision on her 
appeal of her Aug. 30 conviction on 33 counts of tax evasion. 

Should her appeals fail and she go to prison, she would be eligible for parole 
after serving a year and three months. 


Central American presidents talk peace 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — The five Central American presidents demanded | 


Tuesday that the region’s two major guerrilla armies be disbanded and asked 
for greater international involvement in the search for peace. ; 

But skepticism surfaced quickly as to how effective the agreement would be. 
“T do not trust Daniel Ortega,” said Salvadoran President Alfredo Cristiani. 

Cristiani spoke hours after he, Nicaragua’s Ortega and the three other 
presidents signed a statement critical of El Salvador’s rebels. Nicaragua 
steadfastly supported the leftist rebels in the past. 

The presidents implicitly chided the United States, the Soviet Union and 
Cuba by asking that “nations with interests in the region” get more directly 
involved in the peace process. They also requested increased U.N. involve- 
ment in the effort to demobilize “irregular forces.” 

The two-day summit was the latest in a series that failed to bring peace to 
Central America. Presidents Ortega and Cristiani attended, along with the 
presidents of Honduras, Guatemala and Costa Rica. 


Bush may lift ban on exports to China 


WASHINGTON — The administration may lift bans on “normal commer- 
cial exports” to China, including satellites that nation would launch, after 
reviewing sanctions imposed after the violent crackdown on pro-democracy 
demonstrators, the White House said Tuesday. 

“No-decisiomhas been.made ... but it-is possible,” presidential press:secre- 
tary Marlin Fitzwater told reporters. eat ae 


‘The administration-is-specifically- looking at three Hughes ‘Aircraft commu- | 


nication satellites, one due for launch by China in April and the others in 1991 
and 1992, that were held up by Bush’s ban on export of weapons and satellites 
to China last June. 

Two of the satellites are being built for Australia, and an Australian official 
said Tuesday “we basically get a positive sense” from talks with the State 
Department on the possibility of quick approval. 

Roger Uren, political counselor at the Australian Embassy, said, “We’ve 
made it clear this is important to us. We have a sense the Americans under- 
stand.” 

The administration “suspended the export of all items on our munitions list, 
which includes satellites and other items that are not weapons,” Fitzwater 
said, after the Chinese killing of hundreds of demonstrators last spring. 

“We recognize that some items captured in the suspension here have civilian 
applications and fall under the category of normal commercial exports,” he 
said. 

He said the administration “is reviewing these exports but has not reached 
any decision on granting waivers so that they may proceed.”

The Provo City Council passed an 
ordinance Tuesday night that will 
regulate sexually oriented busi- 
nesses. 

The Provo City Police Depart- 
ment requested the City Council to 
enact legislation dealing with sexu- 
ally oriented businesses earlier in 
the year after an undercover officer 
made a visit to an establishment 
that featured girls dancing in 
bathing suits. 

The ordinance has provisions that 
closely regulate businesses that 
pander to prurient interests, said 
Richard Dalebout, a BY U professor 
who drafted the ordinance. 

The ordinance will not prevent 
businesses from having girls dance 
in “bikini-like costumes.” However, 
the ordinance does state that 
dancers, either male or female, can’t 
be nude. 

The dancers must also be at least 
six feet away from the patrons and 
must be separated by a barrier. 

The ordinance will also regulate 
the manner in which dancers and 

| patrons interact with each other. 

Dancers cannot touch or be touched 

by patrons and cannot accept tips. 

The ordinance provides for the li- 
censing of the operator and the 
dancers in such establishments. The 
licensing includes a fee for both and

Dancing ordinance holds 
clothes on businesses 


the operator must provide pictures 
of the dancers to the police. The 
dancers will also be required to have 
fingerprints on file with the police 
department. 

Any person with a record of sex- 
ual offenses, including prostitution, 
incest, child abuse and assault, can 
and will be denied a license, Dale- 
bout said. 

The ordinance says such busi- 
nesses cannot be within 500 feet of a 
church, school, residential area or 
another sexually oriented business. 

Dalebout said the City Council 
compared the ordinances of South 
Salt Lake, San Diego and other cit- 
ies before drafting the ordinance. 
Police Chief Swen Nielsen said the 
ordinance will enable police to regu- 
late sexually oriented businesses 
while remaining within the guideli- 
nes of the Constitution. 

In other council business, an 
amendment to the Freedom Festi- 
val ordinance was passed. The 
amendment sets the number of 
members on the Freedom Festival 
Board at nine and establishes that 
the Provo City budget officer will 
automatically be on the Freedom 
Festival Board. 

The amendment stipulates that 
not all members of the board are 
required to be Provo City residents, 
but that only five board members 
must live in Provo or operate a busi- 
ness in Provo.

Alpine may raise lunch price

Alpine School District officials are 
hoping that the school board will ap- 
prove a 5-cent increase in student 
school lunch prices when the new year 
begins. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, Superinten- 
dent Steven Baugh reminded the 
board that it proposed to do some- 
thing about the food services deficit 
last September. The board had two 
choices. It needed to either raise 
prices or reduce expenses, he said. 

Business administrator Jack McK- 
elvy said he had monitored whether 
expenses could be reduced and said 
because of federal guidelines he could 
not see where any additional cutbacks 
could be possible if the district is to 
provide the “type A” lunch required 
by the government. 

Linda Campbell, board member, 
questioned McKelvey regarding the 
computers that were purchased by 


the district that are used in cost-effec- 
tiveness program by food services. 

“I don’t know how we would get 
along without them (the computers),” 
McKelvey said. 

He said new government guideli- 
nes require extensive monitoring that 
is done by the computer system. 

Boardmember Jan Lewis said she 
wondered if 5 cents was a large 
enough increase. She said fast-food 
lunches cost more than a dollar. The 
price of lunch in the district is 85 cents 
for elementary students and 95 cents 
for secondary students. 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved an updated policy for dispens- 
ing medication in the schools. “Be- 
cause of recent state legislation, we 


have updated our policy on dispensing ° 


medication in schools,” Baugh said. 
Students can administer medica- 
tion themselves or they can have the 
medication administered to them by 
school personnel with written permis- 
sion from their parent and physician. 


Cable company for sale

Insight Cablevision gave a report 
to the Orem City Council Tuesday 
night on improvements the company 
has made in cable television service 
since it was granted a cable franchise. 

The council granted a transfer of 
the cable television franchise from 
Action TV to Insight Cablevision in 
January 1987. Although the franchise 
agreement will not terminate for 
three more vears, Insight’s general 
manager, Micheal L. Champagne, an- 
nounced that Insight Communica- 
tions, the parent company of the cable 
company, will soon be up for sale. 

Because of the possible sale of In- 
sight, a public hearing has been set 
for Jan. 23 for the renewal of the fran- 
chise and possible new bids for the 
franchise. 

Champagne said one of the first im- 
provements Insight did was to change 
signal reception from microwave to 
head-to-head, or direct cable connec- 
tion. The change improved reception 
and picture quality, he said. 

Champagne also said the company 
is able to service all complaints within 
48 hours. The company hopes soon to 
be able to activate electronically cus- 
tomer-requested changes that now 
require a technician to make a house 
eall.

Computer program 
assists in patients: 


healing processes

A new computer program is 
helping people take better care of 
themselves once they leave the 
emergency room at Orem Commu- 
nity Hospital. 

Bruce Argyle, director of the 
emergency physician services at 
OCH, has developed a computer 
program for the emergency room | 
that will make patients personal- 
ized information sheets about their 
| injury or disease before they go 
| home. 

Larry Lane, manager of the 
Emergency Center at OCH, said, 
i “The program takes a particular 
problem and gives instructions like 
what to watch for, like complica- 
tions.” 

The Patient Instruction Genera- | 
tor contains about 1,200 different 
problems. The nurses and doctors 
use the program to design informa- 
tion sheets that will tell patients 
about their medication, what to ex; | 
pect throughout the healing pro- 
cess, how to prepare for more doc- 
tor or hospital visits and which 
doctors to see. 

“Tt (the program) is not designed 
to replace doctor’s advice. We dis- 
covered patients didn’t recall what 
doctors told them to do,” Argyle 
said. The doctors needed some way 
to help patients remember how to 
help themselves. 

“Previously we had a number of 
standard information sheets that 
we gave patients with common in- 
juries and illnesses. The disadvan- 
tage of giving out information like | 
that is that it was very generic and 
often did not apply directly to the 
patient’s condition. We always 
gave the patient verbal instruc- 
tions, but sometimes the patient 
would forget our exact advice. 
With the personalized instruction 
sheet, the patient always has an 
easily accessible source of informa- 
tion to answer most questions,” | 
Argyle said. 

Daron Cowley, public relations 
coordinator for OCH, said giving 
instructions to patients used to 
take about 30 minutes, but “now it 
takes only several minutes.” 

Argyle said people who receive | 
the information sheets “are more 
likely to follow up with the instruc- 
tions ... (This means) people are 
taking better care of their injuries 
or diseases than before.” 

Argyle said because of the pro- 
gram people no longer have to call 
to be reminded of basic instruc-

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Ballet West to perform the 
‘Nutcracker’ for 34th season

Ballet West will present “The 
Nutcracker” for the 34th season with 
a cast of 325 dancers — the majority 
of whom are young people. 

More than 280 young people have 
been chosen to perform with Ballet 
West’s 45-member company. 

“This year we auditioned over 860 
kids for the 280 parts available in the 
show. The dancers had to be at least 
nine years old with at least one year of 
ballet training,” said Bene Arnold, a 
professor of dance at the University 
of Utah and audition coordinator for 
the Nutcracker. 

“We divided the auditioning into 
two geographical areas — Bountiful 
to the south, and Centerville to the 
North,” Arnold said. “In past years 
we have had young people come from 
as far as Tremonton, Price, and 
Tooele.” 

“(Last October] we asked a five- 
member audition team to spend an 
entire day evaluating the kids,” 
Arnold said. 

“We categorized the young dancers 
according to height, to fit the various 
parts of the show, and then I taught 
them bits of choreography and re- 
viewed it several times before the au- 
dition.” 

The audition team went through an 
elimination process — 10 dancers at a 
time, Arnold said. “I try to be very 


fair so that everyone has a chance for 
the parts.” 

Other Ballets that perform the 
Nutcracker use small adults to play 
the role of the children in the show. 

“They use members of their own 
local companies,” Arnold said. “As far 
as I know there are no other 
Nutcrackers that have as many young 
people init as we have.” __ 

“Since I don’t have family of my 
own, being with these children makes 
Christmas for me, it is a lot of fun,” 
Arnold said. 

Heli Nielson, promotional director 
for Ballet West said, “This year is the 
first year in which a brother and sis- 
ter have been.chosen to play the 
brother-and-sister roles of Clara and 
Fritz in the production. They are De- 
very and Joshua Ferrin of Ogden.” 

“In mid-October, the young 
dancers began rehearsing six-days-a- 
week until the performance,” Nielson 
said. 

The first production of William 
Christensen’s- Nutcracker was in 
1944, by the San Francisco Ballet. It 
was debuted in Salt Lake City in 1955 
by the Utah Civie Ballet — now 
known as Ballet West. 

Performances begin Dec. 14 at 7 
p.m. in the Capitol Theater and will 
run through Dec. 30, except Sundays, 
Dec. 23 and Christmas Day. 

Matinees start at 2 p.m. on Dec. 16, 
22, 26, 29, and 30, with a Santa 
matinee at noon on Dec. 23.

Midnight mass 


to be held 
Christmas Eve

People who finds themselves sleep- 
less because of excitement on Christ- 
mas Eve may join local parishioners 
at St. Francis Catholic Church for 
Midnight Mass at 6 and 11 p.m. 

“Midnight Mass is special for us,” 
said parish secretary Lyna Lopez. 

The first hour is spent singing 
Christmas carols. Italian-born Fa- 
ther Flavio Trettel, the parish’s 
Franciscan priest, will then greet the 
congregation and ask visitors to intro- 
duce themselves. 

A local parishioner will read from 
the New Testament “about the first 
Christmas Eve with Mary and Joseph 
in the stable,” Lopez said. 

The conclusion of the service will be 
the blessing of the guests, or Commu- 
nion. Communion is only for Catholic 
church members. 

“It is our sacrament,” Lopez said.
